DR. GLENN KILLED. 


The Largest Farmer in the World 
Shot Down by a Drunken As- 
sassin He had Befriended. 
GERMANTOWN, Cal., Feb. 17. 

Dr. Hugh J. Glenn of Jacinto, the 
owner of the largest grain ranch in 
the State, was shot and killed to day 
by H. Miller. About 2 o'clock this 
afternoon Dr. Glenn was going along 
the porch of the Jacinto Hotel. When 
near the south end of the porch he 
passed H. Miller, who had been in 
the employ of the Doctor as book- 
keeper for about a month. Last Mon- 
day Miller was discharged for drunk- 
enoess. Miller was standing on the 
purch with a double-barreled shot- 
gun in his hand and just as Dr. Glenn 
passed him he raised the gun and 
fired, only a distance of ten feet sepa- 
rating them. Tue whole charge took 
effect in the Doctor's head, tearing 
away 8 portion of the skull about the 
size of a large hen’s egg on the top 
and slightly to the right side of his 
head. The Doctor fell forward on 
his face and as soon as possible was 
curveyed to the hotel parlor. Medi- 
cal aid was at once summoned, but it 
was of no avail, for at 8:57 o'clock 
this evening the injured man quietly 
passed away, surrounded by his 
family and numerous friends. 


CAUSE OF THE MURDER. 


H. Miller, the murderer, is a man 
of family and is about 55 years of age. 
He has been intimately acquainted for 
years with Dr. Glenn. Twice has 
Dr. Glenn started him in business, 
the last time at Colusa; but being an 
intemperate man he did not succeed. 
Finally he was compelled to resort to 
the menial labor ot herding geese at 
paltry wages, when Dr. Glenn again 
took pity on bim and gave bim a sit- 
uation as his book keeper at a salary of 
$75 per month. Last Monday the 
4 Doctor again found him under the io- 
fluence of liquor and severely repri- 
manded him, when Miller retorted in 
vile and abusive language, whereupon 
he was immediately discharged. Ever 
since that time Miller has been loaf- 
ing around Jacinto under the pretext 
of hunting, but there is now no doubt 
that his sule purpose was to find the 
proper opportuaity to execute his foul 
design.

As soon as Miller saw his victim 
fall he tried to cape by going across 
a field in a southeriy direction. Just 
then R. M. Cochran, Genera; Superio- 
tendent for Dr. Glenn, hearing of the 
crime, started in pursuit. When 
within hailing distance he ordered 
Miller to stop. Miller then turned 
upon Cochran and told him not to ap- 
prosch or he would shoot, haviis 
taken his shotgun along. Cochran, 
seeing no other way of capturing the 
murderer, shot at Miller and the bullet 
entered the fleshy part of the thigh. 
Being wounded, Miller threw up bis 
bands and called for mercy. He was 
tben transferred to the Colusa jail, 
where he now lies. 


SORROW IN JACINTO, 


The death of Dr. Glenn has caused 
much sorrow in Jacinto. He gave 
employment to hundreds of men and 
treated them all more as members of 
his family than as his workmen. The 
streets of the town are crowded with 
his men, who look on bis death as a 
great misfortune, both personally and 
to the community. At all times he 
was foremost in public undertakings, 
and his loss will not ouly be felt in 
this town but all over Colusa’ county. 
He was identified with the agricultu- 
ral interests of the entire State, being 
the largest wheat grower in California. 
His business was not alone contined 
to this State, for he bad large cattle 
and farmiog interests in Oregon and 
Nevada, 

Colos, Cal. Feb. 18. 
Miller, now in jail for shooting Dr. 
Glenn, refuses to say anything about 
the affair. He says that Cochran, who 
shot him in the leg to make him sur- 
render, did right. Miller's leg is 
badly swollen and very painful. He 
was very much afraid of a mob when 
lodged io jail. Mrs. Miller, his wife, 
is terribly prostrated with the news of 
the shootivg, and is very ill. No lady 
stands higher in the estimation of the 
people, and she has burne many trials 
with a fortitude that has won her the 
admiration of all.

The River Falling and the Aspect 

of Things More Cheerful. 
Cargo, IIIs., Feb. 18. 
The river at this place is 49 feet 6 
inches and rising % of an inch an 
hour. There is very little excitement. 
Considerable destitution and loss of 
stock and property are reported south 
of here. It is supposed the river will 
come to a stand to—morrow night. 
The Illinois Central railway is prepar- 
iog to raise the grade of the levee at 
once, and a committee of citizens has 
been appointed to inspect the levee for 
weak places. 


Vicxssure, Feb. 18. 
Illawarra levee, 50 miles above, 
broke last night. Three hundred feet 
of it is gone and water is going through 
rapidly about 3 feet deep. The point 
where the levee broke is a new work. 
Many plantations will be overflowed. 
Cincinnati, Feb. 18. 
As the flood recedes gaogs of men 
proceed to clean the streets aod 
houses. Business men are preparing 
to fill delayed orders, giving employ- 
ment to everybedy. Ata council of 
State and city officers, it was resolved 
that a bill be introduced in the legis- 
lature abolishing several cumbersome 
boards and to autborize the issue of 
bonds to the amount of $1,000,000 to 
set things in order. Three engines 
are now running at the water works 
aud supply twenty-one million gal- 
lons daily. 
Cincinnati, Feb. 19. 
The river was stationary at 60 feet 
this morning, but fell an inch from 
9to 10 feet, when it stood 59 feet 2 
inches. The work of making gas is 
progressing and a portion of the city 
may be lighted to-night. All danger 
of a water famine is passed, as more 
engines are pumping water. Soup 
houses will be closed to-night and the 
relief work turned over to ao organized 
charitable association. Plans are ma- 
turing for a radical change in the 
method of cleaning aod repairing 
streets and managing the health de- 
partment which will give employment 
to a large number of persons if carried 
out. 


The Regular Fatal Accident on a 
Railroad. 


Wuxeiine, W. Va., Feb. 18. 
This morning two heavy freight 
trains collided in Franklin tunnel, 
seven miles east of Bellaire. Both 


engines jumped the track, tenders and 
cars piling on top, smashing the iron 
of the tunnel, letting down loose rock 
and completely wedgiog up the tunnel. 
Engineer Rutherford of the east-bound 
train was buried beneath the wreck 
and killed, and fireman Hines scalded 
to death. John Graham, brakeman, 
had his hip smashed and was internal- 
ly injured. The engineer and fireman 
of the west-bound jumped and re- 
ceived but slight injuries. The eastern 
train was loaded with shelled corn io 
bulk, the western with coffee, rice, 
sugar and patent medicines.

THF RECLAMATION BILL. 


Good and Sufficient Reasons Why 
it Should Become a Law. 


To the Honorable President and Mem- 
bers of the Senate of the State of Ne- 
vada : 

Your Committe on Public Lands, to 
which was heretofore referred Senate 
bill No. 78, entitled “An act to re- 
claim the arable desert lands and de- 
velop the agricultural resources of the 
State of Nevada, would respectfully 
report the same back to your honor- 
able body with the recommendation 
that the same do pass; and such rec- 
ommendation is based upon the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

I. Recognizing the wisdom of leg- 

islation heretofore had for the purpose 

of fostering our great mining industry, 


the [committee finds that the vast 
body of property which yields to Ne- 
vada her principal revenue for State 
and county purposes is represented by 
the agricultural interest. 
II. That the agricultural laod 
withia this State which was capable 
and available for agricultural pur- 
poses has been purchased, occupied 
and placed under cultivation through 
individual effor'. 
III. That there are nearly 2,000,- 
000 acres of the public domain within 
this State which is not available for 
sale and cultivation, owing to lack of 
water. 
IV. That these lands should, ac- 
cording to the ioteotion of the general 
government, be sold and the proceeds 
properly invested as a portion of the 
irreducible principal of our State 
School Fund. 
V. That water in sufficient quan- 
tity is now runoing to waste through 
uatural channels in this State to re- 
claim, irrigate, open to sale, and cul- 
tivate large bodies of the said school 
lands in various sections of this State. 
VI. The conducting of said water 
upon the desert lands now belonging 
to the school fund seems to be too 
large an undertaking for individual 
effort. 
VII. That in view of the premium 
now exacted for United States bonds, 
money in the school fund can be most 
profitably invested in bonds of this 
State. 
VIII. That the investment of school 
moneys in bonds of this State, as con- 
templated under Senate bill No, 78, 
willaccomplish, or tend to accomplish, 
many desirable objects, via: Provide 
additional revenue for the State School 
Fund, increase the irreducible prin- 
cipal of said fund by sale of land now 
valueless, utilize natural wealth of the 
State now valueless, increase revenue 
for both State and county purposes 
through taxation of reclaimed lands, 
increase revenues by means of annual 
income from improvements construct- 
ed under Senate bill No. 78, increase 
the resident population of the State 
as well as permanent taxable values, 
thereby introducing and perpetuating 
the genuine elements trom which 
must come future wealth, growth and 
prosperity to the State, its citizens 
and its Government.
